We, the undersigned, having received from you a collection of manuscript music for banjo 
and being selected as judges to decide upon the merits thereof, beg to submit the following: — 


First Prize for best original composition, No, 21,—Bay State Quickstep. 


Second Prize for ss No. 13,—Emporia March. 
Third Prize for : ‘ No. 14,—Mardi Gras Mazourka. 
First Prize for best arrangement, No. senate 

Second Prize for "i No. 24,—Brooklyn Quadrilles. 


After a careful analysis of the music submitted to us, we find in some of the pieces an evident 
lack of musical knowledge on the part of the writers. We have decided upon the merits of the 
different pieces strictly as composition for the banjo. Some of the pieces are elaborately written, but 
lack melodious and harmonious construction. By referring to the pieces we have decided upon, you 
will find them of a simple nature, but having some pretensions to melody, musical form and harmonious 
progressions, as well as an adaptability to the instrument for which they were written. 

We would call the attention of all concerned to the fact that we did not know who were the authors 
of any of the pieces, the manuscript copies having been submitted to us without authors’ names, 
instead of which they were numbered from one to twenty-four. |
